First he challenged the governor's 
authority to sit in the matter by ob- 
taining a court order requiring Mr. 
Roosevelt to defend h‘s right to ¢con- 
tinue to sit in the case and fo pass 
judgment. Then he was granted his 
request to call republican leaders of 
the state as defense witnesses, and 
subpoenas were issued for Republi- 
can State Chairman W. Kingsland 
Macy and other prominent repub- 
licans. 

The mayor's associates did not ex- 
plain why they wished to question the 
republican chiefs, but they have 
charged in the past that the New 
York city investigation, which resulted 
in the ouster proceedings against 
Walker, was nothing but a republican 
“fishing expedition” for campaign am- 
munition to be used in this year’s 
election battle. | 

Supreme Court Justice Ellis J. Sta- 
ley will rule tomorrow on the writ of 
prohibition asked by the mayor's coun- 
sel permanently to tie the governor's 
hands in the case. 

If the hearing is not halted by the 
court, John J. Curtin, defense coun- 
sel, will complete his argument for 
dismissal of the e¢harges standing 
against Walker. Then he is expected 
to call the first of the 22 witnesses 
‘whom he subpoenaed tonight.

The plane on which he is depending 
to carry him on the first solo crossing 
of the Atlantic from east to west is a 
tiny Puss Moth weighing little more 
than a ton. Mollison has turned his 
craft into a flying gasoline can. 

He made the take-off at 5:35 a. m., 
eastern standard time. Seventy min- 
utes later he crossed over Galway on 
the west coast, flying at an altitude 
of about 200 feet and a speed of ap- 
proximately 105 miles, The weather 
was favorable.

NO, Italy, Aug. 18.—(/)—Auguste 
Piccard and Max Cosyns came down 
to earth this afternoon after having 
gazed on the world from the greatest 
altitude ever attained by man—more 
than 10 miles. 

When they landed they were some- 
what shaky, very tired, and exceeding- 
ly modest. Swarms of persons, in- 
cluding government officials who came 
by airplane, descended on them, but 
neither Piccard nor Cosyns was in a 
mood to accept applause. 

Professor Piccard made certain that 
the balloon which had taken him into 
the stratosphere was well cared for 
and that his delicate scientific in- 
struments, which may have recordéd 
evidence to indicate whether the uni- 
verse is dying or immortal, were safe. 

Then he telephoned his wife, who 
until recently had been ~ reluctant 
about allowing him to rereat the dan- 


gers he encountered on his first strato- 
sphere flight last year. After that 
he revealed iittle about his amazing 
experience. 

He said that three hours after they 
took off this morning from Dubendorf, 
across the Alps in Switzerland, they 
reached their maximum height. From 
that vantage point the world was a 
etrange looking place.

Plan Ahead and Save Worry. 
All that she has to do is to plan 
things ahead of time. If there is to 
be potato salad, there is nothing bet- 
ter in which to pack it and keep it 
cold. than one of those really inex- 
pensive gallon jugs on the market, 
Even fried chicken in the meat line 
will keep hot for several hours in an- 
other of these, if the jug is first al- 
lowed to stand filled with boiling 
water. The expense of even thre¢ of 
these jugs, which now cost less than 


a dollar apiece, will be cheap com- he 


pared with eating on the road if the 
family group is larger than three. If 
you intend to have cold salad and 
cold meat cuts, pack them both in the 
same jug. Let this jug stand with a 
little ice in it for 15 minutes before 
filling it and it wil! keep the food 
cold for at least 12 hours. 

Then a hot drink may be carried in 
the second jug. Sliced bread may be 
purchased, left right in the wrapper, 
and butter may be carried in the 
small screw-top mayonnaise jars 
which are usually plentiful around 
the house. Lettuce, washed and wrap- 
ped first in waxed paper, and then 
in a damp cloth or bag, will keep 
fresh all day. 

Cheese will carry just plain wax- 
wrapped. Olives and other appetizers 
should not be opened until ready to 
eat. 

So far as cakes and sweets are con- 
cerned, it is better to make a loaf 
cake or cupcakes, unfrosted. Cans of 
fruit or of tomato juice are always 
refreshing. And if anyone of the 
girls in the family is an expert at 
fudge-making, this trip is going to be 
thei time the family will appreciate 
her gift more than at Christmas, 
even! As the miles are checked off 
on the speedometer, the craving for 
something sweet increases, and is 
easily satisfied with a piece of fudge, 
whereas if you have to stop and buy 
it, it costs a nickel apiece anyhow! 

Sandwiches are not so good to car- 
ry as is. It is far better to carry 
the makings for them, and make them 
when you stop by the roadside. May- 
onnaise, sandwich fillings, pickle rel- 
ish, butter, rolls or loaves of sliced 
bread are easy to get and easy to car- 

The trunk at the rear of the 
ear is an ideal storage place for all 
of this food, and it will be out of the 
way of the feet of the rest of the 
people in the back seat. 

Stopping to Eat. 

Along the road are many beauti- 
ful garden spots, woods, parks, groves 
and other delightful parking places, 
few of which the public uses to best 
advantage, Usually these are asso- 
ciated with gasoline stations, and 
table service under the trees is free 
to all. Here the mother and helpers 
may spread the food upon the tables 
and the family may eat in peace and 
fair comfort. Fires, however, may not 
be built here. p aa 

For those who wish to “go primi- 
tive,” there are roads that lead ta 
beaches or river’ banks, where fires 
may be built and wieners toasted to 
the heart’s content. The men of the 
party will get a great kick out of get- 
ting the wood and showing off in 
their own superior way how a man 
can make a fire burn! 

The mother should encourage this 
trait, because it saves her a lot of 
time and worry and back-bending. She 
should even anticipate it, and throw 
into the back of the car one of the 
wire racks out of the oven! This 
piece of equipment makes a marvelous 
grill for steaks or bacon or wieners, 
even makes better coffee! And the 
men will be all puffed up, because 
the food will cook so much better it 
will seem as if it is all ‘due to their 
fire-making ability! 

Do Not Take Too Much Food. 

The tendency is for the inexperi- 
enced person to pack up and take 
along too much food, in too great a 
variety. Filling things, such as beans, 
spaghetti, chili con carne, may be 
carried in the cans in which they are 
purchased. Potato salad, meat loaves 


and other substantial foods may also|. 


be carried either in glass jars other- 


wise used for home-canning, or in the

BERECHTESGADEN, Ba varia, 
Germany, Aug. 18.-—Adolt Hitler, 
leader of Germany's 15,700,000 fas- 
cist national. socialists, declared to- 
day he had no intention of marching 
on Berlin. 

“Why should I,” he said, “when I 
am there already? The question 
isn’t -whether I'll march on Berlin 
but rather who will have to march 
out of Berlin.” 

High up in the Bavarian moun- 
tains, 107 miles from Munich, Hit- 
ler is calmly awaiting further polit- 
ical developments in the certainty 
that no matter what cabinet is es- 
tablished after the reichstag meets 
Arfcust 30, his nazis will have at 
least 75 per cent representation in 
the government. -

“Our movement at the last elec- 
tions won 37 per cent. This means 
that of the 51 per cent necessary for 
taking over the government we can 
furnish about 75 

“Let me put it in terms of busi- 
ness: We will supply 75 per cent of 
the capital to be invested in this busi- 
ness. Whoever furnishes the _ rest, 
whether the reich’s president or the 
other parties, can supply the other 
25. That obviously means that our 
75 per cent has a right and claim to 
leadership. 

“Without us legal government in 
Germany is no longer possible.’ We 
can well afford to wait. I hold my 
safe position. I now have 13.700,000 
behind me; 
14,000,000 to 15,000,000 and so on. 

“At the presidential run-off elec- 
tion, I stood absolutely alone with all 
others against me and more than 13,- 
000,000 voted for me. That is. my 
hard-earned capital which nobody can 
take from me and which I have risked 
my life to get together. 

“If put into the government of 
which I spoke, it has the further ad- 
vantage that it will not need majority 
votes. The 75 per cent can be put 
to work at the'say-so of one man.” 

“No understanding with France is 
possible so long as she treats us as 
she does now. You cannot have re- 
conciliation with a man who, as you 
lie helpless on the floor, tries to choke 
you.” : . 

It was here that Hitler, with a 
tired smile and a deprecatory gesture, 
put off any suggestion of a march on 


. Berlin. 


“We have strong positions, such as 
the Prussian ‘diet presidency, already, 
and will capture others, legally also, 
he said. “My storm .troops are the 
best disciplined body thinkable and 
will not attempt an illegal march.” 

I asked the nazi leader whether his 
movement's opposition to big business 
cartels meant that he wanted all 
large factories and businesses abol- 
ished. 

“TI would not be so silly as to try 
to eliminate all large concerns,” he re- 
plied.

‘You must remember this, however, 
we live almost adjacent to a country 
where communism is being exclusively 
preached and- an attempt made at 
practicing it. Also we have millions 
of unemployed in our country.

A short life for the new reichstag. 
convening August 30, was considered 
almost certain, with two possible de- 
velopments:

Second, and perhaps more probable, 
a reguest by Colonel Von Papen and 
Defense Minister General Kurt Von 
Schleicher for president Pau!

The cabinet evidently is prepared 
to dissolve parliament rather than 
relinquish power after a vote of mis- 
confidence in the reichstag, which is 
considered certain to hand the gov- 
ernment an overwhelming defeat.

FIRST ALABAMA TEST 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 18.— 


(P)—The house ways and means com-| 


mittee today by vote of 17 to 9 ap- 
proved the first administration meas- 
ure offered in the extraordinary ses- 
sion of the legislature, an income tax 
amendment to the constitution.

The committee voted unanimously 
to report favorably a resolution by 
Representative Poole, of Butler, that 
no revenue measures be considered, ex- 
cept the income tax, until retrench- 
ment measures have become law. 

Meanwhile the senate committee on 
finance and taxation voted a favorable 
report for the resolution reducing the 
pay of senators from $8 per day to 
$6. but a bill designed to combine the 
offices of county tax assessor and 
county tax collector and place them 
on a salary instead of fees was indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Senator Bonner, of Wilcox, lost his 
first battle for reducing state salaries, 
his measure for a horizontal cut of 
20 per cent being amended three times 
and postponed until the next meeting 
of the committee for action.

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FLECTRIGITY TAX 


Veteran Invades Rival’s 
District, Given Ovation 
by Huge Audience. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Aug. 18.— 
Carrying his fight to the congressional 
district of his youthful opponent, 
Representative Charles R. Crisp to- 
day addressed one of the largest gath- 
erings ever to assemble for a political 
speech in Hall county. 

Overcast skies and intermittent 
showers failed to dampen the enthusi- 
asm of the huge crowd which over- 
flowed the courthouse and braved the 
wet weather outside for nearly two 
hours to hear him severely arraign 
his opponent and plead for a cam- 
paign based;on major issues rather 
than abuse. So great was the crowd, 
the largest witnessed here in years, 
that it was necessary to rig up loud 
speakers on the outside, Every avail- 
able space in the court room was 
jammed and the speaxing was delayed 
while the voice amplifiers were in- 
stalled. 


Many Counties Represented. 


Judge Crisp’s reception was a rep- 
etition of others that have followed in 
the wake of his north Georgia tour 
throughout the day he was sought 
after by a long line of friends and 
admirers. In the vast audience today 
were large number of farmers and rep- 
resentatives not only of Hall county 
but a half dozen other counties in the 
9th district. 

Introduced by J. Nat Harrison, 
prominent Hall county farmer, Judge 
Crisp had the enthusiasm of the crowd 
with him when Mr. Harrison referred 
to Governor Russell as a false Moses 
who, he said, had deserted his post of 
duty in the middle of the wilder- 
ness without leaving a Joshua to see 
his original followers through. The 
audience roared its approval. 

Many of Judge Crisp’s supporters 
have heartened him with reports that 
a definite reaction has set in against 
his opponent in this district because 
of the varied charges hurled at the 
congressman’s personal integrity. The 
statements were made by trained ob- 
servers of the 9th district that the 
sentiment has turned over in several 
counties in the district because of his 
repudiation of these tactics and his 
sweeping attack of the charges levelled 
at him. 

Discusses Electric Tax. 

Here in a city where one of the 
leading supporters of Governor Rus- 
sell is the attorney for the Georgia 
Power Company, Judge Crisp, one of 
the three most important leaders of a 
democratic-controlled house of repre- 
sentative, discussed the electric energy 
tax, which his opponent is seeking to 
make the chief issue of the campaign. 

Tracing step by step the history of 
the power tax as adopted by con- 
gress, he told his audience that Gov- 
ernor Russell was engaging in po- 
litical demagoguery, realizing that in 
no other manner has he a chance of 
misleading the people of Georgia into 
believing he is qualified to serve in 
the high office of United States sen- 
ator. 


“Only through a campaign of villi- 
fication and abuse,” he declared, “can 
he hope to deceive people into voting 
not for him but against me. He is 
not content to run on his own record 
or mine. He is incapable of discuss- 
ing either without distortion. The 
one school of politics in which he is 


| trained is mud and character assassi- 


nation and he pursues that without 
regard to facts or principles.” 
Denounces Tactics. 

. Judge Crisp said the governor’s 
misrepresentation of his part in the 
electric energy tax was a striking 
example of the unfair imputations 
charged to him. “Although I have 
never owned a share of stock in any 
power company and have consistently 
voted against measures in which they 
were interested,” he said, “my oppo- 
nent charges I am controlled by them. 
He seeks to arouse popular prejudice 
against me on account of some of fhe 
companies’ misdeeds, yet he is content 
to appoint their representatives to po-

Explain Congress Deadlock. 

“The senate in response to the de- 
mands of the hour added the three 
new items, including the electric en- 
ergy tax which it specified should be 
borne by the »roducing companies 
rather than the consumer. bill 
was sent to conference between the 
two houses in this form. There was 
a deadlock. The conferees could not 
agree on the legality of the electric tax 
as adopted by the senate. Everyone 
of us with any semblance of legal 
knowledge knew that the courts would 
throw out the tax if we permitted it 
to stand in the form passed by the 
senate. We knew full well that every 
tax on business is borne by the con- 
sumer, not by the company, a8 My Op- 
ponent would have you believe. The 
courts have repeatedly ruled so. 


“What were we to do, wrangle 
over the electric tax item while the 
financial panic was growing? Were 
we to adopt.a provision which all 
of us as students of government knew 
would not stand the test of the 
courts? Or were we to be dishon- 
est with ourselves by passing the 
senate provision and then let’ the 
courts throw it out? 

“As leader of the house conferees, 
the responsibility was mine to pass 
that bill and pass it in such form 
that it would balance the national 
budget. And so I merely did the 
honest thing of insisting that the 
provision be changed to miake it 
meet the test of the courts and place 
the tax where it would have ulti- 
mately gone, 

Tells of Arkwright Visit. 

“Now, if I had been playing poli- 
tics, or had been the tool of the 
power interests, as my opponent tries 
to make it appear, let’s see what I 
would have done. Mr. Arkwright, 
of the Georgia Power Company, 
came to see me about the electric 
tax, not in the dark hours of night, 
as my evil-minded opponent pretends 
to say, but openly and bluntly. He 
did not want a tax on his business 
any more than the automobile people, 
the tobacco people and hundreds of 
others. They all felt that a tax on 
the particular thing they sold would 
injure their business, inereasing the 
cost of the product to their consum- 
ers and thus making it less tempting 
to buy. 

Faced Big Responsibility. 

“IT knew, of course, the prejudice 
of the public against the power com- 
panies. I knew the political danger 
of levying a tax that reaches so 
many people as an electric energy tax 
reaches, But if I had been playing 
politics or had-been the tool of the 
power companies I would havé done 
what Mr. Arkwright wanted and what 
some of the more  political-minded 
might have done. I would have killed 
the tax entirely and thus eliminated 
it as a possible issue. As head of the 
house conferees, it was easily within 
my power to kill the provision alto- 
gether. I could have killed it more 
easily than what I did. 

“But I didn’t because I had a duty 
to perform, As the representative of 
the democratic majority in the house, 
I had a responsibility to get out a 
tax bill that would balance the budget 
and restore the country’s credit and 
financial standing. Unless we did that, 
any sort of a crisis might have oc- 
curred. Unfortunately for myself, the 
conferees were limited to the tax pro- 
visions as contained in the house and 
senate bills before us. 

“We could not go beyond these to 
seek new sources of revenue. We 
either had to reach a compromise on 
the items before us or send the bills 
back to the two houses for further 
consideration and delay. 

“I have no apologies for what I 
have done. I was serving my country 
and it didn’t matter, as I said on the 
floor ofethe house, whether 1, as an in- 
dividual congressman was defeated for 
sponsoring that tax legislation, but it 
was a matter of the gravest impor- 
tance to the nation that its budget

Politics vs. Morality. 

“Tf I made any mistake it was not 
on the side of morality, but rather of 
politics. If I had wanted to play 
cheap politics I would have been dis- 
honest and either accepted the tax as 
levied by the senate or killed it out- 
right. I could have done either. And 
I could have been’ elected United 
States senator from Georgia without 
the necessity of even a statewide cam- 
paign. But because I did what seem- 
ed to be the honest thing to do undet 
the circumstances, I am compelled to 
defend my integrity and such charac- 
ter as I have been able to build 
trough conscientious devotion to duty 
as a representative of my district in 
congress for 19 years.” 

Judge Crisp referred to the charac- 
ter assaults with an earnestness that 
brought wild cheers from his listeners, 
and when he denounced his maligners 
the vast crowd listened to him atten- 
tively. It applauded again when he 
referred to the active support Gover- 
nor Russell is getting from prominent 
power company attorneys and the 

ractice of his father, Chief Justice 

ussell, in disqualifying himself in 
every case before the supreme court 
in which the Georgia Power Company 
is involved. 

“When my opponent charges me 
with selling out to the power com- 
panies,” the congressman declared 
“he is appealing to the passions and 
prejudices of mankind. He is being 
dishonest with himself and with you. 
He is demagoging—that’s all.” 

Farm Problems Discussed. 

Judge Crisp, not omitting any part 
of the power discussion, told his au- 
ditors that Senator George Norris, of 
Nebraska, author of the senate pro- 
vision, had been quoted as saying he 
himself knew the electric energy tax 
would not stand the test of the courts 
as adopted in the upper chamber, but 
persisted having it approved just to 
cause the power companies trouble. 

The presénce of so large a number 
of farmers in the audience prompted 
the Georgia congressman to deal ex- 
tensively with the farm problem. He 
reviewed at 2g the various legis- 
lative steps he has taken in congress 
to aid agriculture and pledged the 
democratic léadership of tae next four 
years t» a constructive program for 
stabilizing commodity prices. 


Commends R. F. C. 


“We have heard a lot of promises 
and talk of farm aid during the past 
12 years of republican rule,” he said, 
“but when the democrats take over 
control of the federal government aft- 
er the November elections, a different 
situation will prevail. We, as demo- 
crats, will deal less with talk and 
more with action.” 

Judge Crisp also discussed the sol- 
dier bonus and activities of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
which he said had gone far toward 
wo Bg commodity prices. He as- 
sailed the reorganization plan of Gov- 
ernor Russell and accused his oppo- 
nent of coloring his record to deceive 
voters of the state. Finally, he 
brought the state executive sharply 
to task for criticising his (Crisp’s) 
leadership in the fight to pass the 
amended Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration act and then borrowing funds 
with which to pay off Georgia school 
teachers and meet other obligations 
of the state. 

“J knew when I worked for pas- 
sage of that bill,” he said, “that it 
would be an instrument for the gov- 
ernor to use aginst me. Still, I did 
think he would have sportsmanship 
enough not to take advantage of its 
facilities and then condemn me for 
its passage.”

Commissioner’s Pr o gram 
Called “Pocket Full of 
Memoranda.” 


JESUP, Ga., Aug. 18.—Speaking 
this afternoon to a large and tnthus- 
iastic audience in the Wayne county 
courthouse, former Governor Thomas 
W. Hardwick characterized the plat- 
form of Eugene Talmadge as “a pocket 
full of memoranda which he has ac- 
cumulated in his travels over Geor- 
gia.” a 
“Ha will go to a place,” said Mr. 
Hardwick, “and somebody will take 
him aside before he speaks and ask 
him to say Een ES about freight 
rates, and he will deliver himself of 
a long dissertation on that subject, 
assuring his audience that if elected 
governor he will bring about a gen- 
eral reduction of freight rates, with 
especial attention to the rates on farm 
products. 

“Of course, every person in Georgia 
that has the slightest knowledge of 
the subject is aware of the fact that 
the governor has nothing whatever to 
do with freight rates. Mr. Talmadge 
could have accomplished just as much, 
as commissioner of agriculture, toward 
bringing about a reduction of freight 
rates as he could accomplish if you 
made him governor for the balance of 
his life. 

“Then somebody will ask him to 
say something on the subject of 
nuisance taxes and he adopts that

Advocates Cuts in Expendi- | 


tures of All Departments, 
Candidate Says. 


Strict economy in the affairs of the 
state was pledged Thursday night by 
William B. Hartsfield, attorney and 
former member of the Atlanta general 
council, who seeks to succeed W. G. 
McRae in the Georgia legislature from 
Fulton, county, in a statement from 
Atlanta. 

“T will not limit my ideas of econ- 
omy to a few pet political animosities, 
but will advocate it everywhere and 
in all departments of government,” 
Mr. Hartsfield said. “When a mem- 
ber of the Atlanta government I ad- 
vocated economy years ago. I op- 
posed the purchasing of expensive 
equipment one year to be paid out of 
the anticipated revenues of another 
year. 

“Some years ago when Atlanta be- 
gan buying large amounts of real es- 
tate, 1 again called attention to the 
need for economy. Eight months after 
I retired from office, in August, 1929, 
The Atlanta Constitution carried on 
its front pages a statement by me that 
unless this practice was stopped, At- 
lanta would virtually bankrupt itself. 
I submit, theréfore, that you do not 
have to rely upon mere promises of 
economy from me. You have a clear 
public record of my attitude. 

“I shall particularly oppose any 
further burdens placed upon Fulton 
county by means of general bills, so 
drawn as to make our county pay the 
entire cost.

I do think that an excessive use of 
them would tend to spoil the game, 
but the element of ‘intelligent Slufi 
can be just as much a part of Bridge 
as it is of ker. The other day lI 
received a letter from a man who 
wanted me to classify as moronic, a 
certain bluff bid which had _ been 
made against him. Whatever my feel- 
ing in the matter may have been, | 
was unable to agree with him in this 
particular instance, because, as he re- 
luctantly admitted, this moronic bid 
had been made against him_ success- 
fully.

is was overcalled on his left with 
two diamonds, which North doubled; 
East passed, as did South, and now 
West shifted to two spades, which 
North also doubled. This was the 
final declaration and West succeeded 
in making it, losing only two spades, 
one heart, one diamond and one club. 

While in general I do not approve 
of bluff bids of this kind, in this par- 
ticular case it was almost impossible 
to criticize West since the bid work- 
ed. My correspondent also thought 
that North was to be blamed for fall- 
ing into such an obvious trap. I do 
not think that the trap was so ob 
vious. It certainly looked to North 
as though two spades could de- 
feated just as severely as two dia- 
monds. The real fault in the hand 
lay with South. Holding five diamonds 
himself, he should have realized that 
it was impossible for West to have a 
diamond bid and North also to have 
a double. Since there was no reason 
to distrust North’s double, it must 
follow that West’s diamond bid was 
a fake.

Dusk Comes on Over Old Cherokee Nation 
and Ghosts of Sequoya and His 
Braves Pass By 


SEQUOYA, Ga., Aug. 18.—Dusk has come on over the 
land that was once the Cherokee nation. 


The cover has been tucked about them. 

The air blows keenly here. In the lodge are lights and 
music. The first annual midsummer invitation golf. tournament 
will see the first rounds played tomorrow. There is dancing, 
bridge and conversation. 

There is a mystery out in the dusk. There is some- 
thing about the stillness of a mountain which is 3,300 
feet above sea level. Especially if the mountain was 
once the home of a nation that is gone. Bate 
And so, watching the majestic sweep of the tireless beacons 

that light the way for the night planes, one feels the mystery of 
the rocky walls of Burnt mountain and the rolling darkness that 
breaks away about her, hiding other mountains and the valleys 
and the streams of the Cherokee nation. In the morning the 
sun will strike it-all away, breaking in dazzling, beautiful colors 
across the sky. 

The airplane beacons begin with Stone Mountain, a 
winking eye that is red and green and which sends a 
shaft of light seeking about the sky. And from then on 
one follows the lights, sweeping across all of Georgia to 
the Tennessee line and across it, ending finally with 
the light atop Lookout mountain in Tennessee. 

From the lodge on the peak, the mountain breaks into a 
valley in which man has made a lake and a golf course. 
walking about the course one kicks up, now and then, an arrow 
head of flint. Ora stone ax. Or a long, fierce spear point. 


THE MYSTERY. 

And that, I think, explains the mystery. Because it was in 
these mountains that the Cherokee, the proudest and the most 
cultured of all the Indian nations, made its last stand against 
the white man in Georgia. 

Below, in the dark, are the twinkling lights in 

Cherokee county as we peer down from our eerie place 

on tall Burnt mountain in Pickens. 

Sequoya, they have named this place, and it does him 
honor. It is a tall proud mountain and it is fitting that the 
name should occur here. They named the giant redwoods of 
California for him, those colossal giants of the American forest. 

It was he who gave to his race the honor of being 
the only tribe of Indians on the North American conti- 
nent with a written language and an organized, national 
existence. In the opinion of linguistic scholars, the 
achievement of Sequoya is one of the greatest achieve- 
ments of the human intellect. From the field of phonetics 

he developed 85 sounds. And he then made character 

representatives for them. He did not copy. He in- 

vented. And he had a newspaper printed for his people. 

So he was a newspaper man, too. 

This Indian of mixed breed, hailing first from a Cherokee 
village in Tennessee, came to be, so the histories say, one of 
the most remarkable men who ever lived on Georgia soil. For 
12 years he worked, organizing his nation. 


A BITTER END. 

There is no story as to his end. It was, no doubt, bitter. 
Because the end of the Cherokee nation was bitter as soldiers 
and vandals drove them from these mountains so that the pale 
face might have room. It was one of the inexorable moves of 
the moving finger, but it was bitter, nevertheless. 

And so, Sequoya and his nation left something here 
besides Indian arrow heads of flint, to be picked up as 
curios. 

And the old people tell me, down in the valley, that at 
night the wind blows from Enchanted mountain across the peaks 
to Burnt mountain. 
walked. 
measuring 174 inches across, walked on Enchanted mountain. 
And when the wind blows in winter they can be heard, stamp- 


ing along like thunder, so that the sound rolls down the moun- | 
The print of the feet in the stones can be. 


tain into the valleys. 
seen to this day on Enchanted mountain but no one ever sees 
the giants any more. 

There must have been a great village here once 
upon atime. Because there is a slope for\it. And there 
are the arrow heads which were left. And there are 
pieces of pottery dug up now and then. 

. And it may have been in this village that the story of the 
Cherokee rose began. ’ 
captured by the Cherokees. He was ill and they waited for him 
to recover before putting him to torture and death. 

A Cherokee maid was his nurse. And when the color 
began to come back to his cheeks and strength to his 
limbs, she aided him to escape. She turned back, as 
they left at midnight, and broke a twig from a vine over 
her father’s cabin. 

She kept it through all the flight across the mountains and 
down into the hidden camps of the Seminoles. And there she 
planted it at the door of her home. 

And that is why the flower, with its white blossoms and 


golden centers, is known throughout the south as the Cherokee, 


rose. 


THE DRAGON SNAKE. 
It may be that Ustutli, the great dragon snake which did not 
move like other snakes but which moved on feet at each end 
of its body, once crawled over Burnt mountain in the days when 


it was the land of the Cherokees and before the pale face came | 


with his reasoning to drive away the giants and Ustutli. 

It was a hunter, visiting Cohutta mountain, who out- 
witted the great dragon. He ran along the side of the 
mountain instead of up or down it. And every time 
Ustutli stepped the weight of his body made him slip 
downward. And then the hunter set fire to the brush 
and the great snake died in the flames. 

These and many other stories were told of the days when 
the Cherokee lived where the beautiful lodge now stands. And 
where the golfers walked this afternoon, painted braves once 
went forth to war. 

And so it is easy, when standing in the dark looking across 
at the dark miles and the flashing beacons, to imagine that there 
is something still left of the Cherokees; that the rustle in the air 


is from the swish of some warrior’s blankets as he comes back |

Frank Crowley, of New York, won a siow 
1,500-meter race from, Glenn Cunningham, 
of Kansas, and Alfredo Furia, of Italy, by 
a strong finish. Crowley won by three 
yards in 4 minutes 3.8 Seconds. 


Leo Sexton, America’s Olympic shot put 
champion, tossed the 16-pound missile 51 
feet 14 inches to win the event. Bill Miller 
and Bill Graber, both of California, tied 
for first in the pole vault at 123 feet 9 
inches, well short of Graber’s world record 
and Miller’s Olympic mark. 

Ed Gordon, of lowa, Olympic broad jump 
titleholder, could do no better than third 
in his specialty.
